with many Soldters, ſuddenly ſlew two hundzed of us, 
(tog ſo many young and old are mifling) and bear away 
the Bodies to bis Caſtle of Malepardus, {az there we ſaw 
bim platnly go in with all bis Soldters, every ons of 
them bearing one cf our dear Friends, and Kinsfolks 
dead ; thts we could not habe known, bad not ſome ot us 
adbentiured to run atter them, to ſee which way they went, 
and who thep were.

BY this time the ten dales erpzeſſed in the Kings P20« 
clamatton were fully ended, and the Molbes (much 
againſt thetr wills) badlatd aſtde thetr Diſguiſes, Up- 
on this whenſoever any one of the Commons came to any 
of thetr Pouſes to eommune with them, oz pzeſent them 
any thing ſo ſoon as he d the Wolf (not magked) 
be would run away as hard as he could 5 and acquaint ali 
he met, that be went to one of the Pzelates Sons, and 
kound none in bis bouſe, except a Wolf looking gaſtly 
upon bim.

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it rhe? were laid in a Seat by the Phyſicians oꝛder) and 
ſo under that toould ſpeak, adbiſing them to fe abe whe 
they bzaughr, tn ſuch o2 ſuch a cozner of the Mouſe. This 
fifr held water a while, bit long tr could not; foz the 
moſt tnconſiderate, and the j oungeſt of the Molbes weuld 
rather run the h2zard than be tarvedz tberefoze tbey a- 
gatn put on-their Gawns, and ſuch as came to them then, 
were not frtahted, as tbe other (who ſaw them without 
thoſe G2wns) bad been. But ſo (con as thts was bla» 
zed abzoad, ſame of B-llins frten>s came to the Peuſes 
or theſe fooliſh Moldes, and well marking them, ſald 
nothing, but went and tmmediately infozmed againſt 
them; offering to p2cte their contempt of the King and 
bis Laws. When this their Relation was beard by the 
Ring, be ſent faz thoſe Wolves, and after pzoof made 
of their centempt, he hanged up Sebenteen of them 3 
fo? no moze were then taken, the other being fled foz 
fear. The Execution of theſe terrified all the otber ſo, 
as tf pou would habe perſwaded them (with an 4 
rance of never (0 great Wecreſte) to babe put thetr 
Gawns on again but foz ene minute, thep would not 
babe done it5 nay, thep abſolutely bated that Sarb eber 
after. By this means the Molbes were in extream pen⸗ 
urp and needs mutt ſobe 5 fo; in a very ſhozt time tit was 
znawn to all the Commons, tbat the Lineage of Pirwood, 
and be himſelf, baò been, and were, all very Wolves 5 
and that Furr-Gown which Pitwood himſelf woze, and ail 
tbe Gawns of bis Lineage were the true and natural 
Sarments of Bellin, and Bellins indeed, which Garmenes 
tbey tou from them, as ofren as any one of that Race fell 
into tbetr bands. The matter being thus clearly imoton, 
the Wing bad no need to think of diſplacing them 3 be- 
cauſe thetr Dffices fell from them immedtately after it 
was filly underſtood what they were. Foz all tbe Cem.

Foz 

Iſegrim and bis whole Tribe were alwaps hatetul to the 
Commons, and would always have been ſo, tf Reynirds- 

policy had not been obſerved and put in pzactice by them, 

Belldes, Iſegrim ( fdz bts own part) carried htmlelf ſo 

demurelp, and ſpabe ſo ſeldom, as even Imp ſelf was 

moze than half perſtoaded, he changed hits nature, and 
with his new Gown put on another Nature, dtrecly con- 

trary to that of his own. But J nov clearip ſee, that a

I wtll ſpeedtly ozder the diſtributton of the ſame, among 

the Commons tn general, elpectallp amongſt thoſe who 

dabe ſuſtatned damage by them. 

The next day the King called all his Lozds and Friends 
to Council, where he declared his intenttous ot _ 
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ing the Treaſure of the Wolves amang the Com nons. 
and pzincipally among ſuch as had ſuſtained Icfs, cz 
injury by them. To this they all aſ-nted, applauding 
the Kings N-bleneſs, Then tte King commanded the 
Lozd Sly-look, and bis Couſin Firrapel the Ltbbard, to oz-

Now while this was a doing, the King againcal'e) 
his Lozds and Friends about htm, and ſaid, Wozthy 
Friends, We unadbiſedly and thꝛougb falſe accuſatton 
condemned our Chaplain Bellia, aud his kindzed3- there⸗ 
foze, fince our erroz ts diſcobered, and the Purther foz 
which Bellin was condemned, ts acknowledged by Reynard 
that falſe Traproz, to be perpetrated by btmſelf5 tt con- 
cerns us in ſome extraoꝛdinary mannesto recompence the 
great wzongs that Family batb ſuſtained fez ſo long a 
time, and all that thzough a miſunderſtanding of ours, 
and thzougb too great credulity of what we ſaw: foz 
though Bellin bzoughr Kayward the Yare's bead to us, 
yet the Fox New the Bare, and put ic tn his own Male, 
and tben tied the Wale about Bellins Peck; thzough 
which notozious crime ccafrity vatled, by that wꝛetched 
Piicreant Reynard, our judgment was decetved, Bellia 
was put to Deatb, bits Lineage made a pzep to the Bear 
and the Mol, and we and all our Famtly bzought even 
to the bzink of rutn. 

. Theſe words were uttered by tbe King bolth ſo great 

earneſtifſs, as all his Lozds and Friends were verp 

much affected therewtth 5 rberefoze they ſatd, Ar ts in 
pour Pijeſttes power to honour and reſpec. them as 

much as you pleaſe 5 we all will readily ubep tn what- 

foeber pour Majeſty ſþall command thereabour. The 

Ring bearing them thus ſpeak, ſato, Wozthy Friends, 

fince vou ſo readily habe offered to follow our Advice, 

and obe p our Commands, we accept the (ame kindly ; 
and therefoze will now offer what we think moſt expe- 
dic nt in this caſe. 

Pol ail know, we by our Pꝛoclamatton babe alread 


taken them. into our Pzoteftion 3 pet Pull 1102 we our (el 
cannot 
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cannot ſuppoſe that a ſufficient recompence 5 therefoge 
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7 
lince raiſe the Dꝛad we cannot, to the Living let us ſbety 
as much kindneſs as {þall be convenient 3 fe? when the 
Commons percetve that we not oulp pꝛoted, but alſo re. 
ſpect Bellias Kindzed, they in imttation of us will do the 
lize. And that sur reſpect and the good opinton we habe 
of them, may the moze certainly be known to all our Sub. 
zefns in general, we well give command, wat they all be- 
babe themſC.ives lovingly and frtendlp towaros tbem; ſ@ 
dotng. undoubtedly we (þall untte all our meaner Subjects 
in love to each otber, and we our ſelves be ſo much the 
moze bappp. | 

This reſolittion of the Kings was immedtately aſſented 
tos and pur in execution. And from that day fozward the 
Ram's Atndzed walked up and down fate, and found 
friends and frtendty Entertainment in all places when 
ſever they came. The King btmſelf, and bis Nobles 
cuferbing the great Gravity of tbis Stock (by him ſip» 
voled to be vtterly exttnct ) made Bellias Grandſon his 
Counſetlez ; all the otber Robles ſeetng this, emertaines 
one, oz moze of the Nam's Kindzed, to be always 1. 
ſtding tn. o2 near thetr own Lodgings. This familtan 
ty wih Bellias Kindzed , weought an alteratton in 
King and Lozds5 foz they beretofoze were wont to fare 
deitcicrfly, and to fsed on divers ſozrs of meats: alſo up: 
on flight cccafizns to be cholerick and angry; tbey now 
ſeeing the great temperance and meekneſs of thetr new 
Soctates, began to feed maze ſparingly, and hot of m 
many fozts at cne times boidtng thts courſe a while, they 
found tbenmiſelves net ſo pꝛone to cboler oz anger as befoze, 
The King obſerving thts change not tn imielf only, but 
tn all bis Frtends and Noebles, was willing to pzopagate 
tt firther 5 therefoze be by publick Pzcclamarcton, com 
manded all his Subjects btghandlow ro entertain fami- 
itartty with the Ram's Kindzed, alſo to tabe example by 
them, and follow their Inſteiiftons in ali things rending 
to lebętety and lebe. This Pꝛeclamatten was exattip & 
beped by the Commons in general, who ever after loved 
m luch peace and love, as the like bath ſcarcely — 
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been beard ob fince tbe beginning of that Kingdsm. The The keight of 
King finding this change in all bis Subjetts untbertallp, all Happin:( 
was bigbly pleaſed, and rewarded all þts Friends noblp. in this world,
